Only 72.8 
percent of theJ hospital bed program has been completed. Construction of Med- 
ical Installations is progressing slowly. In this latter category, sstijCfe 
percent of municipal plans and only 21 percent of rural plans have been com- 
pleted. 

lhay reports oomlag to the Ministry show evidences of Inefficient and 
buro&unratlo trad* In the unlflo&tlon of hospitals and polyclinics, jetny of 
the olinio -diagnostic laboratories are headed by middle medical personnel 
tart, do poor duality work. The laboratories * efforts are particularly inef- 
fective In the control of malaria . 

There is poor cooperation between the Oblast Public Health Department and 
the oblast soviet, azrt the latter Is completely ignorant of the disease, mor- 
tality or health statistics for the Ob Lae t . Furthermore the Public Health De- 
partment does not seem Interested enough in the welfare of oblast medical 
workers. Antituberculosis work is Inefficient, and the oblast hospital hap 
sapA n obbing organise a rural health service network.

Mererthelese sons aspects of the. hospital's operation require iagprc^raeut ; 
patients are not being oared for properly, and hospital beds are not being 
utilised to fullest advantage. The Ministry of Public Health reooasaeoded that 
the hospital authorities act proaptly on Decree Ho lit of the Ministry of Public 
Health £888. 
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
